standing that the offense when meas- 
ured by the standard of grade estab- 
lished by law may amount only to a 
misdemeanor. 

Uniess otherwise directed by the 
court, you are required to Mmit ycur 
investigation to the matter pointed out 
to you in these instructions: in that 
matter, as I have before indicated, 
your investigation should be thorough 
and complete. In this investigation 
you will be assisted by an efficient 
District Attorney, who will, no doubt, 
be ready to serve you faithfully in his 
capacity as the public prosecutor of 
the county. The District Attorney 
will conduct the examination of wit- 


or not any question asked of a witness 
is proper to be answered, where objec- 
tion is made thereto. You are also 
entitled to call upon the judge of this 
court for advice, whenever it seems 
necessary for you so to do. 

It ts desirable that this jury shall 
devote no more time to the investi- 
gation committed to your charge than 
is necessary to make a complete and 
exhaustive examination of the matters 
to be considered. You are requested 
to meet each legal day at least during 
the hours of from 10 a.m. to 12 m., 
and from 2 p.m. until 5 o'clock, un- 
lees the lack of witnesses, or other 
sufficient cause, furnishes a reason for 
doing otherwise. No member of the 
jury must absent himself from the 
sessions unless excused by the court. 

The only persons who are entitled to 
be present at the examination of wit- 
nesses are the District Attorney and 
a competent court reporter to take 
down the testimony, whenever the 
District Attorney requires one to be 
procured. When the jury is deifberat- 
Ing at other times, no person, not 
a member of the jury, is permitted to 
be present. 

Gentlemen, I wish to again remind 
you to be thorough and expeditious. 
To the court it would seem that, if 
the necessary witnesses are available 
for examination by you, and their at- 
tendance can be procured without de- 
lay, this investigation should be con- 
cluded and your report made within 
a period of ten days. You are at 
liberty to make a partial report at 
any time, if you should have indict- 
ments of accusations to present. 

I quote to you from the Penal Code 
the following provisions relating to 
the proceedings before grand juries, 
and to the duties of grand jurors: 

Section 915—Powers of grand jury. 
The grand jury must Inquire into all 
public offenses committed or triable 
within the county, and present them to 
the court, either by presentment or by 
indictment. 

Sec. 916—Presentment defined. A pre- 
sentment is an informal statement in 
writing, by the grand jury, represent- 
ing to the court that a public offense 
has been committed which is triable 


In the county, and that there is rea- 


sonable ground for believing that a 
particular individual named or de- 
scribed therein has committed it. 

Sec. 917—Indictment defined. An in- 
dictment is an accusation in writing, 
presented by the grand jury to a com- 
petent court, charging a person with a 
public offense. 

Sec. 918—Foreman may administer 
oaths. The foreeman may administer 
an oath to any witness appearing be- 
fore the grand jury. i 

Sec. 919—Evidence receivable before 
the grand jury. In the investigation of 
a charge for the purpose of either pre- 
sentment or indictment, the grand jury 
can receive no other evidence than 
such as is given by witnesses produced 
and sworn before them, or furnished by 
legal documentary evidence, or the 
deposition of a witness in the cases 
mentioned in the third subdivision of 
section 686. The grand jury can re- 
ceive none but legal evidence, and the 
best evidence in degree, to the exclu- 
sion of hearsay or secondary evidence. 

Sec. $20—Grand jury not bound to 
hear evidence for the defendant. The 
grand jury is not bound to hear evi- 
dence for the defendant, but it is their 
duty to weigh all the evidence sub- 
mitted to them, and when they have 
reason to believe that other evidence 
within their reach will explain away 
the charge, they should order such 
evidence to be produced, and for that 
purpose may require the District At- 
torney to issue process for the wit- 


nesses. ‘ 

Sec. 921—Degree of evidence to war- 
rant indictment. The grand jury ought 
to find an indictment when al! the ev- 
idence before them, taken together. if 
unexplained or uncontradicted, would, 
in their judgment, warrant a convic- 
tion by a trial jury. 

Sec, 925--The grand jury may, at 
all times, ask the advice of the court, 
or the tudge thereof, or of the Dis- 
trict Attorney....The District At- 
torney of the county may at all times

other than above specified is per- 
mitted to be present during the ses- 
sion of the grand jury, except the 
members and witnesses actually under 
examination, and no person must oe 
permitted to be present during the 
expression of their opinions, or giving 
— votes upon any matter before 
them. 

Sec. 926—Every member of the grand 
jury must keep secret whatever he 
himself or any other grand juror may 
have said, or in what manner he or 
any other grand juror may have voted 
on a matter before them. 

Sec. 758—Accusation to be presented 
by the grand jury. An accusation in 
writing against any district, county. 
township, or municipal officer, for will- 
full or corrupt misconduct in office, 
may be presented by the grand jury 
of the county for or in which the offi- 
cer accused is elected or appointed. 

Sec. 160—To be transmitted to the 
District Attorney, and copy served. 
The accusation must be delivered by 
the foreman of the grand jury to 
the District Attorney of the county, ex- 
cept when he is the officer accused, 
who must cause a copy thereof to be 
served upon the defendant, and require, 
by notice in writing of not less than 
ten days, that he appear before the 
Superior Court of the county at a 
time mentioned in the notice, and 
answer the accusation. The original 
accusation must then be filed with 
the clerk of the Superior Court. 

Oath of foreman and each member of 
the grand jury—You will diligently in- 
quire into, and true presentment make, 
of all public offenses against the people 
of this State, committed or triabie 
within this county, of which you shall 
have or can obtain legal evidence. You 
will keep your own counsel, and that of 
your fellows, and of the government, 
and will not, except when required in the 
due course of judicial proceedings, dis- 
close the testimony of any witness ex- 
amined before you, nor anything which 
you or any other grand juror may have 
said, nor the manner in which you of 
any other grand juror may have v 
on any matter before you. You will 
present no person through malice, ha- 
tred or fli will, nor leave any unpresent- 
ed throcgh fear, favor or affection, or 
for any reward, or the promise or hope 
thereof: but in all your presentments 
you will present the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth, ac- 
cording to the best of your skill and 
understanding, so help you God. 

Before an indictment or accusation 
can be returned, at least twelve grand 
jurors must concur therein. Twelve or 
more jurors present constitute a quo- 
rum for the transacting of business. 
In determining questions of procedure 
before the jury a majority of those 
present and constituting a quorum 
shall be a sufficient vote. In voting 
upon a report to be presented to the 
court a majority of the whole jury 
should concur therein, except when an 
indictment or accusation is brought 
in at least twelve jurors must concur 
therein. 

I have you that 

ou should not discuss matters brought 

fore you with persons not members 
of the jury. I wish further to particu- 
larly enjoin upon you not to discuss 
matters heard or being heard and 
upon which final action has not been 
taken by the jury, among yourselves 
when absent from the jury room. No 
part of the jury, must meet together 
for the purpose of conferring regard- 
ing such matters outside of the jury 
room and no attorney or other person 
interested must be consulted regarding 
any such matters or any report which 
the jury may contemplate returning to 
the court or have under advisement. 


There is only one proper place for the 


discussion of such matters and that 
is in the jury room in the presence 
of the jury when assembled for the 
transaction of business. I give you 
this special direction not because I be- 
lieve you would be inclined to conduct 
yourselves otherwise than in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the law 
in that respect, but as a matter of 
precaution: in order that what may 
have occurred in the past may not 
happen while this jury ts in session. 
You are to serve the public interest 
only to the end that af ull, fair and 


impartial investigation y be had.

RECALL INJUNCTION. 
HEARING SET FOR MONDAY. 

Next Monday morning at 10 o'clock 
is the time set for the hearing of the 
petition for an injunction to restrain 
the holding of the recall election on 
the 26th inst. An order to show cause 
probably will be issued immediately 
afterward by the court and the legal 
ity of the election under present con- 
ditions will be put at once to the test. 

The complaint in the injunction suit, 
outlined in The Times yesterday, was 
filed yesterday morning and Presiding 
Judge James promptly assigned the 
case to Judge Bordwell. Henry &. 
Jones is the complainant, his counsel 
being Jones & Weller, with E. A. 
Meserve as associate. 

Mr. Jones is a member of the firm of 
Cunningham, Curtis & Welch, station- 
ers and book dealers. He files the suit 
as a citizen and taxpayer interested in 
protecting the city from the confusion 
that is certain to arise because of the 
doubtful legality of the recall election. 

Dana R. Weller, who will direct 
the case for the paintiff, is confident 
that he can convince the court through 
the terms of the charter that the nam- 
ing of the Mayor for the unexpired 
term of Harper rests solely with the 
Council, and that the recall election 
has been nullified. His opinion is 
backed by that of many other able 
lawyers. 


CAN’T FIND EM. 
FUGITIVES ELUSIVE. 


No trace was found yesterday of 
Nick Oswald and William Lawrence 
Vetter, the Tenderloin pair who are 
wanted as fugitives from justice 
through their connection with the re- 
call scandal. Because of the insistent 
reports from San Diego that the men 
are at Tia Juana, Chief Detective 8. 
L. Browne of the District Attorney's 
office went to the Mexican town yes- 
terday morning to have a look for 
himself at the supposed runaways. 
Upon his return to San Diego last 
night he reported by wire to Dist.- 
Atty.

The Associated Charities yesterday 
mailed to every charity organization 
in the United States and Canada its 
resolution concerning indigent tuber- 
culosis patients, which reads as fol- 
lows: 
“The Charity Conference Committee 
of Los Angeles in assembled session 
this day, March 16, 1909, sends greet- 
ings to kindred organizations through- 
out the Middle West, and Eastern and 
Southern States, and requests, in the 
name of charity and humanity, that 
organized charities and physicians 
should not persist in sending patients 
in the ae stages of tuberculosis 
to Los Angeles, only to cause suffering 
to the ind nt and a burden to cem- 
munities to which such patients have 
no ties. If this practice continues, we 
give warning that we shall be obliged 
to promptly return such — 1 ‘ther 
tients to the place from which y 
were sent.“ 
In order not to appear harsh in this 
action, the secretary and president ac- 
companied the resolution with a letter, 
in which they say: 

“It is not the intention of the con- 
ference to even seem unkind by this 
action. Leaving entirely out of the 
question the financial ability of the 
Charities to take care of these people,
